Ho wae first not iucliued , to write ii, 
but .whBiiUrtlMrby tlie magnificoni 
offer of ISiO Jtu4 felt that be fould imi 
afford tonegnet such an opiKtrtunity. 
It occu|)iod nearly an hour in its de- 
livery, Longfellow and W'hittiin 
have roali;o.l coiisi.lorable sums Irom 
their p.ieins in h.i'ik form, iiiHidiig 
prolialily ni.iio than do their piililisli' 
ers. L-ni^'lolloH's iiioat prolitslile 
liook wa.s "lliawallia," wiiieli « cini- 
trovunsy lielwi'i'ii |>iiblislier and critic* 
gave an oxUnonlinary .saloon its hrsi 
apiHiarance. Wliitticr's "Souw 
bunnd" also sold largely as did L.iiif;- 
follow'i "'^lie ilangiui; uf the I 'raiie" 
eapecially ib holiday edition. Teun- 
yaon received a very handsnmo snin 
from hia Uustui publisbors 'for his 
"KnocU Ardm." The, .sale of 
llolnieti poeins is cunsideiBbly larger 
llinii ibut uf Luwotlt.

The poisoned apeara and arrowrof 

the Samoa islanders were deacribed 
la n paper by Hev. T. Powell, lately 
presented to tho Linniean Soelely uf 
I.onilon. Tho fact llial ('om iiiaiiilor 
( ioodonon;jli of the lirilish Navy was 
killed with llieso weapons In 18'7A has 
drawn particular attention lo them. 
Thu points are made of human 'lunes. 
Tho poison with which thoy are 
dipiipd is llrst prepared ns n fluid, and 
conslslaof the milky cxinlalioiia and 
other prodncls uf various trees, min- 
gled with a substainn whii'li is nli- 
lained from wasps' nesu and tlie 
liquid yielded by dicnying soa cu- 
oumbert. Arter the appiiontioii ol 
Ihe poison, the arrows are smoked 
dry in a kiln. Mr. Powell obtained 
this information from the son of a 
Sainoau chief, but has not been nblo 
lo determine the tree from which the 
principal oomponenls era .'derived. 
Convulsions snd symptoms like ihnse 
nf lockjaw are produced by wounds 
from these poisoned weapons.
